Trend Is Older, Not Younger 
So much concentration has 


been directed on the youth of our 
nation, and the belief that as our 
nation grows older its dominant 
population is getting younger, 
that the facts of the situation are 
confused. 


It has actually been 50 years 


since half of the population was 
25 or younger. While a more 
recent population trend ap- 
proached that median age, a 
shift has now occured and its 
direction could last for as long as 
can reasonably be predicted. 


By 1980, population experts tell

Is Slower

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rise in Americans' living costs 
slowed markedly in July to an 
increase of two-tenths of one 
per cent—the smallest hike in 
six months, the government re- 
ported today. 


The report, covering a period 


before President Nixon fro/.e all 
wages and most prices on Aug. 
14, said a decline in prices of 
clothing and transportation par- 
tially offset continuing increas- 
es for food, housing, medical 
care and recreation. 


The report was issued amid a 


revolt by organized labor which 
complained the freeze covers 
all wages but not all living 
costs. 


The July increase, only one- 


third the size of June's six- 
tenths boost, brought the gov- 
ernment's consumer price in- 
dex up to 121.8 of its 1967 base, 
meaning it cost 
$12.18 last 


month for every $10.00 worth of 
typical family purchases four 
years ago. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics also said average weekly 
earnings of some 45 million 
rank-and-file workers fell 35 
cents to $127,22. This was still 
$5.77 per week above a year 
earlier, but after deducation for 
the year's rise in living costs 
was only worth 38 cents more. 


AFL-CIO President George 


Meany and other top labor 
leaders have complained that 
workers suffered most from in- 
flation and that the wage-price 
freeze would hurt them even 
more. 


Living costs, the bureau's re- 


port said, were 4.4 per cent 
above a year ago, compared 
with a 5.5 per cent rise for ca- 
lendar 1970 and 6.1 per cent the 
year before. 


The 
bureau 
said 
grocery 


prices rose six-tenths of one per 
cent because of increases for 
pork, beef, fruit, vegetables, 
and sharp hikes for eggs, bak- 
ery and some dairy products. 


Eggs and fresh fruits and 


vegetables are among items 
Nixon exempted from the price 
freeze both at the farm and su- 
permarket levels. 


Housing costs rose four-tenths 


of one per cent, including a 
two-tenths rise for rent and in- 
creases for mortgage interest, 
property taxes and insurance. 


Rents now are frozen by Nix- 


on's 90-day freeze, but interest 
rates and state and local taxes 
are exempted. The adminis- 
tration asked for a voluntary 
curbing by banks of interest 
rates during the freeze.

The next year, 
when Peoples was a junior at 
Odessa High, he had a shoulder 
operation. As a senior he didn't 
have to work in the spring. As 
a TCU freshman (he roomed 
with Steve Judy, the Frogs' rec- 
ord-setting quarterback) Peo- 
ples sat out the spring with a 
knee operation, and further knee 
trouble sidelined him until last 
fall, when, as a redshirt sopho- 
more, he started a couple of 
games. 


This spring, he was a sensa- 


tion. 


"I've got a lot of respect for 


that old boy," says coach Jim 
Pittman. "He'll catch the ball 
and he'll hit you. He likes to 
hit." 


Another TCU player says of 


Peoples, "If he has a choice of 
dodging one man or running 
over 12, he'll run over 12." 


And that explains how Peo- 


ples, 6-3 and 220 pounds of frus- 
trated football player, became 
TCU's No. 1 tight end and a 
co-captain. He's admired by 
coaches and players alike. 


"He's had so many heart- 


breaks," says Judy. "Ronnie's 
been waiting for this year so 
long." 


The Frogs, and their fans, 


have been waiting a long time 
for a resurgence, for a winner. 
They think maybe they've found 
the answer in Pittman, who be- 
gins his first season at the TCU 
rudder cafter pulling Tulane 
from the doldrums to a bowl 
game. 


Pittman figures the first as-

Some of it is top talent—Judy,

The Frogs go into the fall with 


a tough defense and an uncer- 
tain offense. Pittman certifies 
the defense as enthusiastic and 
full of second effort, adding that 
the ends, tackles and seconda- 
ry positions are reasonably sol- 
id. 


His major problems are depth 


and linebacker, where Tookie 
Berry is a gem and others have 
farther to go yet. 


Judy, of course, is the offen- 


sive spark. Assistant coach Rus- 
sell Coffee compares him to 
Duke Carlisle, former Texas 
star, but adds that Judy is a 
better passer. It is his running 
ability which will make the 
Frogs go if they stick with the 
wishbone offense they used in 
the spring. 


Other capable runners are

In New York, the N.J.L. of- 


fice said: 


"This office has been fully 


aware of the details of Johnny 
Robinson's property 
purchase 


since last Dec. 3. At that time 
he voluntarily requested our as- 
sistance in obtaining informa- 
tion relevant to the then pro- 
posed transaction. At no time 
have we determined that the 
transaction is anything more 
than a simple purchase of prop- 
erty and our investigation es- 
tablished no sufficient cause for 
taking the drastic action of di- 
recting Robinson to divest him- 
self of the property.

New Coocfc fo

Patriots

FOXBORO, Mass. (AP) - 


John Mazur is neither a ma- 
sochist nor a starry eyed kid. 
He's a seasoned pro, taking on 
possibly the toughest job in the 
National Football League—re- 
building the New England Pa- 
triots. 


Hired as a chief assistant in 


1969, Mazur inherited the head 
coaching job of the Patriots 
when Clive Rush was 
"re- 


lieved" of his duties midway 
through last season. 


Mazur did his best, but dam- 


age, both in the morale and in- 
jury departments, had been 
done. The Patriots finished with 
a 2-12 record, the worst in the 
NFL. 


Mazur was given a new one- 


year contract, causing cynics to 
wonder. Is he a sacrificial 
lamb? An interim head coach 
while a bigger name is sought? 
Or is he trying to qualify as a 
kamakaze pilot? 


A one-time Notre Dame quar- 


terback and former assistant 
coach at Marquette, Tulane and 
Boston 
Universities 
before 


serving as offensive coordinator 
for the Buffalo Bills from 1962 
through '69, Mazur is ignoring 
the cynics, concentrating on the 
big job ahead. 


With the help of new general 


manager Upton Bell, 33-year- 
old former player personnel di- 
rector of the Baltimore Colts, 
Mazur is remolding the Patri- 
ots, starting with a tough train- 
ing camp designed to weed out 
players who do not give 100 per 
cent effort. 


Mazur's campaign already is 


paying off, with a 20-14 victory 
over the New York Giants and 
a 17-10 loss to the Minnesota 
Vikings in exhibition games. 


Despite last year's record, 


only one rookie, 14th draft pick 
Alfred Sykes of Florida A&M 
has managed 
to crack 
the 


starting lineup so far. Sykes, a 
skinny wide receiver, has been 
the biggest surprise in training 
camp. 


Most veterans, healthy once 


again, are 
battling to hold 


starting jobs. 


Bell, son of the late NFL 


commissioner, Bert Bell, is try- 
ing to do as much as possible 
"right now to make John's job 
easier and, maybe, win a few 
games right away." 


In that department, the Patri- 


ots have acquired in deals such 
players as Mike Haggerty of 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, Willis 
Crenshaw 
of 
the 
Denver 


Broncos, Steve Kiner of Dallas, 
and Rich Moore of the Green 
Bay Packers. 


The Patriots' enthusiasm also 


has been boosted by the arrival 
of quarterback Jim Plunkett 
and a new 62,000-seat stadium 
in Foxboro, about 20 miles 
south of Boston. Until now, the 
Patriots have been vagabonds. 
Bouncing from one inadequate 
stadium to another. 


The walkout of veteran quar- 


terback Joe Kapp hurt, but Ma- 
zur shrugs it off in typical fash- 
ion. He just went about his 
business at hand, promoting 
Mike Taliaferro to the No. 1 
job.

Pancreatic Juices 
Help Digest Fats 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to know if there is any 
food or drink that can be di- 
gested without the aid of the 
pancreatic juice. I have no 
pancreas in my body. I am 
slowly s t a r v i n g . Maybe 
there are some foods I can 
eat. I would appreciate it. 


D e a r Reader—If you 


really have no pancreas, you 
have no pancreatic juice and 
no insulin from 
the tiny 


islets in the pancreas that 
prevent diabetes. 


Pancreatic juice contains 


enzymes that help to metab- 
olize all t y p e s of food. 
Those that are essential to 
digesting fat are the most 
critical. A person with poor 
f u n c t i o n of the pancreas 
will lose most of the fat he 
eats because it cannot be 
a b s o r b e d from the intes- 
tines. Consequently, the 
stools are large and greasy. 
In the absence of sufficient 
pancreatic juice, the body 
can still use carbohydrates 
(starches and sugars) and 
proteins (lean meats, lean 
fowl and lean fish). 


The preferred method of 


m a n a g i n g the problems 
posed by lack of a pancreas 
or inadequate pancreatic 
f u n c t i o n is replacement. 
There are commercial pan- 
creatic extracts that can be 
used. These should be taken 
at frequent intervals during 
the day (six to 12 times a 
day) for the best effect. If 
there is no insulin produc- 
tion, this, too, must be sup- 
plied. 


Without replacement medi- 


cine you may also h a v e 
trouble absorbing Vitamins 
A, D and E. A d d i t i o n a l 
medicine will need to be 
taken to prevent problems 
with the liver. 1 am not sure 
why you have no pancreas 
and tnat is a rather impor- 
tant consideration.

Harvard economist John Ken- 
neth Galbraith says a contin- 
uing restraint on wages and 
prices is an absolute necessity 
for a long-term success in the 
country's 
fight for a 
stable 


economy. 


"As long as one has strong 


unions and strong corporations, 
one is going to have com- 
petition between the unions and 
corporations that can shove up 
the prices. So, there is going to 
be a continuing need for some 
kind of wage-price restraint," 
he said. 


"Those who think otherwise 


are fooling themselves," Gal- 
braith said in an interview 
Tuesday with The Associated 
Press. 


Ambassador to India during 


the 
Kennedy 
administration 


and head of the Wage-Price 
Control Board during the early 
years of World War II, Gal- 
braith made the comments at 
his summer farm in Southern 
Vermont. 


He said President Nixon's de- 


cision announced Sunday to 
freeze prices and wages for 90 
days was not a major reversal 
of the country's economic pol- 
icies as a whole. He character- 
ized it as "a major reversal as 
far as the Nixon administration 
is concerned," viewed in the 
light of its public statements 
over the past 2% years. 


He said the United States has 


been edging toward some form 
of wage-price controls for 15 
years. "We've been approach- 
ing the whole subject of wage 
and price control somewhat the

Galbraith called the wage- 


price freeze a step forward—"a 
recognition that fiscal policy 
and monetary policy can't car- 
ry the whole burden of inflation 
control, and that one has to 
supplement them with wage 
and price control."

TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) — Hen- 


ry Perez, a Kansas highway 
patrol trooper, has captured on 
film a spectacular sequence of 
pictures of a developing tor- 
nado. 


The highway patrol made the 


pictures available to The Asso- 
ciated Press for dissemination 
as a public service. 


On a storm night in May 1970 


on the flat Kansas prairie about 
25 miles west of Salina, Perez, 
28, and a fellow highway patrol- 
man pulled off Interstate 70 in 
their patrol cars to perform 
tornado spotter duty. This is a 
regular function of the patrol in 
this state, in the heart of Amer- 
ica's "Tornado Alley." 


Tornadoes 
develop 
along 


squall lines when cool northern 
air moving southward across 
the midwestern plains overruns 
warm, moist air which has 
pushed northward from 
the 


Gulf of Mexico. 


A tornado is a funnel-shaped, 


ominously 
dark 
cloud with 


winds 
swirling 
counter- 


clockwise at up to 300 miles an 
hour. It travels along a path— 
usually 
southwest 
to north- 


east—at a speed'of'25 to 40 
miles an hour, dealing death 
and devastation if it dips into 
populated areas. 


The tornado Perez shot was 


in open country. It caused only 
minor 
field 
damage 
and 


downed a few trees before ris- 
ing again. 


Perez had with him a 35mm 


Sears single lens reflex cam- 
era—a standard piece of equip- 
ment for the troopers to shoot 
highway accident pictures. 


What Perez recorded was a 


bulge protruding downward out 
of a boiling cloud about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the two 
troopers. "I got it right from 
the beginning," he said, "and 
just kept shooting as it prog- 


. ressed." 


Perez continue to shoot the 


developing tornado until its 
long elephant-trunk funnel had 
dipped to the earth and began 
stirring up dust. 


The trooper shot 20 exposures 


within 5 to 7 minutes by his 
own estimation, with the cam- 
era set on automatic for both 
the exposure adjustment and 
the shutter speed. 


"I really did it just because I 


like to take pictures of some- 
thing unusual," Perez said. "I 
don't like to take pictures as a 
hobby." 


The pictures were filed away 


at the Kansas highway patrol 
headquarters until this summer 
when 
the 
National Weather 


Service 
and The 
Associated 


Press learned of their existence 
and obtained permission from 
Col. William Albott, patrol su- 
perintendent, to use them.
